The author says that in her childhood the 
“entire household revolved around my moth- 
er’s writing, for it was the large sums of 
money she earned that supported us.” Father 
also wrote, about Indians and Canada, but his 
work didn’t matter because he earned much 
less. Mother’s melodramatic serials for Lord 
Northcliffe’s papers, which she dictated 364 
days of the year, were the unforced outpour- 
ings of the flamboyant imagination and vigor- 
ous personality that made life for her family 
dramatic and happy under her tyranny. This 
is a portrait of a romantic who was an un- 
abashed snob and, true to her belief that a 
woman’s highest duty was to charm men, kept 
all her life a string of adoring admirers, in the 
strictest propriety. As her daughter writes of 
her, she appears at once bizarre, fascinating, 
and horrifying, a creature as extravagant as 
her own fiction.
